Viviania, of “the French delegation, 
withdrew an amendment in order to 
enable the assembly to reach a 
unanimous vote on the rules of pro- 
cedure, while Viscount Ishii, head 
of the Japanese delegation, in a 
speech that commanded great at- 
tention, said that Japan would fore- 
Zo at this session the renewal of 
its demand that the league recog- 
nize the principle of equality of 
peoples, pegardless of race, nation- 
ality or religion. 

George Nicoll Barnes, of Great 
Britain, consented to postpone until 
Friday his interpellation in the 
i, ae on the failure to intervene 
to prevent the conflict between the 
Poles and the Bolsheviki last sum- 
mer. 


Statement For Japan. 

In the course of his declaration 
before the assembly of the. league 
today, Viscount Ishii, of the Jap- 
anese delegation said: 

“Japan had the opportunity when 
the covenant originally was formu- 
lated to declare her belief that 
equality before the law should be 
assured all men, irrespective of 
nationality, race or religion. 

“That principle. should be estab- 
lished, so that the various merits 
and geniuses of mankind should be 
emancipated and given free play in 
the interest of human civilization. 
That principle of equal opportunity 
should be one of the bedrocks of 
the great peace organization in 
order that all nationals, owing al- 
legiance to the league should, to a 
man, be loyally willing to make 
Sacrifice in blood and treasure when 
the occasion arises, in order that 
all should know that the league un- 
failingly is for right and not for 
might,“and in order that a lasting 
peace should be doubly assured. 

“It was: to the poignant regret ot 
the Japanese government and people 
that the original framers of the 
covenant found themselves unable 
to accept the Japanese proposal in 
this matter, The Japanese delegates 
declared they would continue their 
insistence for the adoption. of their 
just demands by the league in the 
future. ! 

-Japan Bides Her Time.

Plans for the early erection of a 
four-story office building, ~- con- 
structed of steel and concrete, on 
the present site of the Bijou theater, 
on Marietta and Forsyth streets, 
and the closing of a 30-year lease 
on the property, the entire deal in- 
volving an expenditure in excess 
of $1,250,000, were announced yes- 
terday. 

The building will be erected by C. 
F. Palmer, well-known realty man, 
who recently moved here from Cal- 
ifornia, where he was interested in 
extensive development activitfes. 
Mr; Palmer, Tuesday afternoon, 
signed. the lease for the property 
with the heirs of the DeGive es-. 
tate—Henry DeGive, Julius DeGive 
and Mrs. E. M. Horine. 

The 30-year lease on the property, 
which begins January 1, 1921, in- 
volves more than a million dollars, 
while the cost of the building will 
be in the neighborhood of $250,000, 
according to the statement of Mr. 
Palmer, who added that actual con- 
struction work will be started as 
soon as possession is obtained.

Five-Year Term 


On Fraud Charge 


Finanéial Bubble Blower 
of Boston Who Involved 
Thousands of Persons 
Pleads Guilty.

Boston, *“November 30.—Charles 
Ponzi, promoter of the “get-rich- 
quick” scheme, in which thousands 
of persons invested millions of dol- 
lars before it collapsed last August, 
Dleaded guilty to using the mails 
in a scheme to defraud, in the fed- 
gral district court today. 

Sentence of five years in the Ply- 
mouth county.jail was imposed by 
Judgp Hale. The court took into 
consideration only \the first count 
of one indictment f 43 counts, in 
which it was chafged that Ponzi 
had represented falsely that he was 
able to pay interest at the rate of 
50 per cent in 45 days from profits 
made in international postal reply 
coupons. 

Alleges No Fraud Intent. 

In arguing on the question of sen- 
tence, Daniel H. Coakley, senior 
counsel for Ponzi, told the court 
that it was only after advice from 
counsel and members of the: discred- 
ited financier’s family that he 
agreed to retract his plea of not 
guilty and plead guilty instead. ‘Mr. 
Popzi insisted, and still insists, that 
there was in his mind no intent to 
defraud anyone,” his counsel de- 
clared. 

The little Italian, who, with pris- 
on sentences in Canada and this 
country behind him, developed his 
supposed scheme of exchange in in- 
ternational postal reply coupons to 


proportions that made hisn a mark- 


ed figure in finance only to have 
his house of easy money topple over 
on him when the props of income 
from investors were pulled out, had 
an air of swagger when he faced 
the court. Hé was the same dapper 
man-about-town when ‘he stepped 
from the Cambridge jail this morn- 
ing, as in the days when he was 
the idol of the street crowds. A

General Obregon said he was 
certain that the provisional govern- 


yment under President de La Huerta 


had not requested such membership 
and it was the intention of his gov- 
ernment to continue this policy of 
aloofness, his attitude being that 
Mexico in making overtures (for 
membership in the league would 
engage in a humiliating act entirely 
inconsistent with its traditional na- 
tional pride. 

The correspondent was received 
in General Obregon’s home, adjacent 
to Chapultepec castle, the presiden- 
tial residence, where for several 
weeks the president-elect, because 
of a slight indisposition, has con- 
ducted his affairs, General Obregon, 
who is in the best of health now, 
prefaced his discussion of Mexican 
problems with an expression of

The police 
declared these men had been found 
to possess firearms and ammuni- 
tion. In view of insinuations that 
American gunmen have been doing 
some of the killing on behalf 
Sinn Fein recently, the search of 
a number of passengers on the 
Aquitania was an unusually inter- 
esting procedure. 

There is nothing to connect the 
Sinn Fein “with the explosion of a 
bomb in a; warehuuse in Old Swan 
Lane, this city, early this morning, 
but the people of the city ascribed 
it to that organization. The bomb, 
which apparently was carried into 
the warehouse in a traveling bag 
and left there to explode by means 
of a time fuse, was heard over a 
wide area of the city and blew out 
the windows of buildings nearby. It 
started a fire, but the police and 
firemen, who were on the scene al- 
most immediately, succeeded in ex- 
tinguishing the flames before they 
gained headway. 

Several men suspected of setting 
fire to warehous€és in Liverpool on 
Saturday night are under arrest. It 
is claimed by the police that Ameri- 
can “gunmen” are in that city, and 
assertion is made that men wanted 
in Ireland for shooting policemen 
and soldiers have crossed the Irish 
sea to~- Liverpool. The _ financial 
loss occasioned by Saturday night’s 
fires in Liverpool is estimated at 
a million pounds sterling. 

Black and Tan Reprisals. 

The killing of fifteen police re- 
‘ruits at Macroon, Ireland, yester- 
day has already been followed by 
reprisals by the “black and tans,” 
and it is reported there is an ex- 
odus of frightened people from 
towns near where the recruits were 
attacked. Masked men entered and 
set fire to the building housing The 
Dublin Freeman’s Journal last 
night. Considerable damage was 


ai 
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done the building. Scores of new 
arrests have been made in various 
districts of Ireland, among the 
places raided by military forces be- 
ing a lunatic asylum near Ennis. 
Glasgow and thé Clyde shipbuild- 
ing districts have been placed under 
close guard and it is declared by 
the authorities that many Sinn 
Feiners are known to be in Scot- 
land. 

The Evening Standard today said 
the protective measures included pre- 
cautions at Buckingham palace 
while the royal family is there. 

“The precise nature of the pre- 
cautions cannot be disclosed,” the 
newspaper states, ‘but they are 
elaborate. When the king and the 
queen arrived yesterday there were 
considerably more uniformed police 
around the palace than usual, and 
the military guard also was 
strengthened.” 

AMERICAN CITIZEN 
TAKEN IN DUBLIN. 

Dublin 30.—James Funge, who is 
a clerk and an American citizen, 
was arrested, together with Martin 
Ryan, manager, and James Burke, 
a contributor to the Sinn Fein news- 
paper, Young Ireland, during a raid 
on the offices of the newspaper to- 
day. 

Professor John MacNeill, Sinn 
Fein member of parliament for 


Londonderry city and the National 
University of Ireland, who was ar- 
rested early last Friday with Ar- 
thur Griffith, founder of the Sinn 
Fein organization, was released to- 
day unconditionally, after having 
refused to accept release on stipu- 
lated terms.

More than one hundred’ deaths 
resulted; and how many cases in 
which the innocent tippler was 
made permanently blind, or suf- 
fered partial loss of sight or other 
physical impairment will, perhaps, 
never be known. 
‘Newspapers everywhere carried 
columns of news reports delineat- 
ing the horrors of this wholesale 
murder orgy, and editorial after 
editorial was written expressing 
astonishment at the magnitude of 
the gruesome business, and saying 
what ought to be done with any 
human being so depraved as to be 
guilty of connection with it. 
What has,. at last, been done in 
the way of punishment upon, one 
man who has been tried and found 
guilty as a promoter of this flend- 
Ish enterprise was told to the 
world a few days ago by the fol- 
lowing news item that appeared 
in the daily papers— 
‘New York, November 27.—John 
Rumanelii, Brooklyn undertaker, 
found guilty last week of having 
distributed wood alcohol through 
New York, Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut, which is said to have 
caused more than 100 deaths a year 
ag0, was sentenced Friday to from 
8 to 7 years in Sing Sing.” 

That was all! 

Think of it! “Three to seven 
years”—three years if his prison 
record is good—“in Sing Sing” for 
& man found guilty of having been 
Instrumental in the murdering of 
“more than 100” of his fellow- 
men, and of blinding, or otherwise 
spoiling the lives of, perhaps, ten 
times that number!

CATARACT AND VISION. 
Every eye ig provided by nature 
with a lens of crystalline clearness 
and perfectly focused. Sometimes 
this natural lens becomes cloudy or 
opaque. That Is called cataract. 


The ancients imagined that the im- 


pairment or loss of eyesight in such 
a condition was caused by some 
opaque substance flowing down 
OVer the front of the crystalline 
lens, hence they called it “cataract.” 
But cataract is not a skin or mem- 
brane growing upon the eyeball, as 
imagine. It is an opacity 
within the eye, a clouding of the 
lens through which we see. This 
crystalline lens is not essential for 
all vision, any more than are spec- 
tacles used by an elderly Individual 
with weak sight. The crystalline 
lens is essential for clearness of 
vision of near objects, as in read- 
ing. But a suitable lens of glass 
worn before the eye serves every 
purpose which the natural lens 
would serve. Therefore, victims of 
cataract may submit to the only 
curative treatment, operation, in 
which the opaque or degenerated 
lens {s removed, with every expec- 
tation of recovering °‘comfortable 
vision through proper glasses. Of 
course, after such operation the in- 
dividual] cannot expect to have clear 
vision for any near objects without 
the glasses. which take the place of 
the crystalline lenses which have 


been destroyed by the disease and 
removed by the oculist. 

In its early stage cataract is im- 
perceptible to the ordinary ob- 
Server, though readily detected by 
an examination of the interior of 
the eye by the surgeon or oculist. 
Only in an advanced stage does the 
black pupil of the eye (the window) 
become obviously grayish or cloudy 
in appearance. 

Cataracts occur both tn infancy 
and in old age. Some infants are 
born blind in consequence of cata- 


ract. It seems that cataract is di- 
rectly inherited in some families. In 
childhood cataract is usually in- 
complete, involving only part of 
the lens, so that some degree of 
vision is. retained. Unfortunately 
not al) cataracts in children are 
Susceptible of cure by operation, 
owing to associated disease or de- 
generation of other parts of the af- 
fected eye. 


Blindness is by no means the in- 
evitable fate of the elderly victim 
of cataract. In a great -many in- 


stances, even though no treatment 
is given, the opacity or haze 
reaches a certain decree and then 
remains stationary throughout life 
— much impaired but not 


Sometimes the opacity occurs in 
the center of the pupil or window 
and seriously interferes with vision 
from its very beginning, long be- 
fore cataract would be suspected 
from the outward appearance of 
the eye. But in most instances the 
opacity starts near the border or 
circumference of the lens and is 
well developed before the victim is 
seriously troub.ed about vision.

GOLF WAR 


STARTED 
IN WEST 


Chicago, November 30.—A war for 
supremacy in the control of golf in 
America is promised by the pro- 
posal sent out today by the directors 
of the Western Golf association for 
adoption of a new constitution and 
by-laws at the coming annual meet- 
ing on*January 15, changing the 
name to the American Golf associa- 
tion, “‘to act as the authoritative ad- 
ministrative body for making and 
enforcing the rules for the playin 
of golf in the United States.” 

Heretofore the Western associa- 
tion has limited its membership to 
clubs west of a line just east of 
Pittsburgh, Buffalo and Atlanta, but 
the new constitution provides for 
invasion of the east, which has 
been solely under the United States 
Golf association. which has been 
recognized as the authority in Amer- 
ican golf. The western organization 
has grown to include nearly 300 
clubs as members, while the United 
States Golf association has nearly 
400 members, of which about a 
fourth are active and voting. Of 
these active members, nearly fifty 
are in western assoeiation territory, 
but leaders in the western associa- 
tion have frequently charged that 
the United States Golf associaion is 
controlled in the east.’ 

There have bcecen. covert threats of 
a-golf war for several years and 
one was on the verge of breaking 
When the world war came on 
stopped it. With golf back 
to a peace-time basis the directors 
vf the Western association say they 
are now ready to go ahead with a 
new national body which, as des- 
in the constitution submit- 
ted for approval “would enforce the 
rules for the government and reg-

No 
could exist under such 
contitions, submitting to the dicta- 
tion of the few. 

‘Tt will be eontended by many 
that it is not good for the game In 
this country to have two associa- 
egling for national su- 
premacy. But constant efforts for 
more than 18 years have demon? 
strated that there is no hope of get- 
ting the powers which control the 
United States Golf association to 
change its form of government so 
as to give to all clubs the right to 
vote.” dan 
In Directors’ Hands. 

The draft of the constitution pro- 
nosed for the new golf body places 
the government in the hands of nine 
directors, including the president, 
vice president, and the  secretary- 
treasurer to be selected from not 
fewer than seven states. This scat- 
tering of directors was said to be 
for the purpose of avoiding central- 
ization of power and the constitu- 
tion also provides that each state 
and sectional association shall have 
the right to nominate its own can- 
didates for places on the board. 

The proposed constitution also 
provides for the appointment of a 
rules commiftee of five members 
from five different states, “‘to be 
selected for their knowledge of 
golf.” to »repare and submit 4 eode 
of rules “suitable to meet the con- 
ditions and needs of the game in the 
lnited States.” It is also provided 
that ‘on all questions of the inter- 
pretations of the rules, the commit- 
tee shall be the final authority.” 

An innovation in the selection of 
champioinship courses is also pro- 
posed in the staging of an “Ameri- 
can amateur championship. 
women’s American championship.” 
open to any amateur member of a 
club in this association, and to any 
player who has been invited to com- 
pete, and the ‘American open cham- 
pionship, open to the world. 

The Courses. 

The courses for such tournaments 
are to be selected by’ a committee 
in different sections of the country, 
“in proper relative proportion tothe

New York, November 30.—Oi!l and rail shares were strong at the 
opening of the stock market today. These in the copper and steel 
list, however, were off.

Dodge was in a pool with some of the Rockefellers and others 
but sold out. His profit, however, was subsequently lost in Reming- 
fon arms.

MORE EQUALIZING EXPECTED. 

While more equalizing of inflated industrial stocks is expected,
